A bill was introduced to 
establish two Marshalships for the 
State, but it failed to pass Congress,

The President at once sent 
to the Senate the nomination of 
Douglass tor Marshal of North Carol‘na. 
It is authoritatively stated that Carrow 
is determined to continue the fight in

Willie D. Jones, for the Collectorship ot 
this district, is said to be waxing warm 
at the capitol, their chances being about 
even. | 

This squabbling over the Federal

HONORS TO A NORTH CARO- 
LINIAN—PRACTICAL RESTOR- 
ATION,

deliver addresses at Princeton, the 
former at the annual commencement at 
Princeton College, and the latter at the 
Theological Seminary, in the same city. 

We had also noticed that Dr. S. 8S. 
Satchwell, of this State, had been invi- 
ted to deliver the annual address at the 
meeting of the Alumni Association of 
the University of the city of New York. 

From the New York World of the 
Sth inst., we copy the following extract 
from the proceedings on the occasion 
of the meeting of the Alumni: 


LECTURE By Dr. §. 8S. SatcnweE tt. 
—The annual meeting ot the Alumni 
Associatinn of the University of the 
city of New York took place last eve- 
ning at Association Hall. The President 
of the Association, Dr. James R. Leam- 
ing, occupied the chair, and upon the 
were the Chancellor of the 

niversity, several of the faculty, and 
the officers of the Association. The 
annual address was delivered by S. §. 
Satchwell, M. D., of North Carolina. 
In the course of his address he said : 

Tbese annual alumni meetings are 
effective in advancing medical science 
and in thecultivation of the social feel- 
ings, so much needed in the profession. 
Here is common ground where we can 
show that the profession ignores all dis. 
tinctions of condition and section, and 
in its noble mission soars above conflicts | 
of passion and strifes of parties and 
sections and convulsions of war. No 
mak is worthy its honors who has any 
boundary lines to cross in its pursuits. 
In coming from the South to attest his 
obligations to his alma mater and ex- 

press cordial greetings to all true mem- 
bers of the Association he bad no chasm 
to cross. The lecturer referred witb 
feeling and high compliments to those 
laborious and distinguished practition- 
ers and professors in the University, 
Drs. Granville Sharpe Pattison, William 
Darling, Jobn Revere, William H. Van 
Buren, Guoning 8. Bedford, Martyn ' 
Paine, John William Draper, and Val- 
entine Mott. He insisted that no city | 


in the Union equalled New York in 
clinical advantages and medical educa- 
tion. He spoke of the embarrassments 
and hardships of the profession in the 
South arising irom the late termble 
conflict, and upon no pursuit was the 
blight of war more manifest. Great 
numbers, calling themselves regu- 
lars, had fallen cither into the 
sloughs of open empiricisms, or with the 
most shametul effrontery and unscrupu- 
lous means to obtain practice were of 
that low class of Southern demagogues 
who preyed upon that ignorance and 
demoralization there which always fol- 
low wars and sudden emancipation. 
There ought to be a provision in the 
body of every medical diploma that if 
the ho)der violated its high injunctions 
or proved recreant to the horored tra- 
ditions of the profession, he should fore 
feit and return it to the corporate body 
bestowing it, and be ostracized by the 
profession. There were some true medi- 
cal men left 1n the South above the 
drones and laggards and traitors and 
demagogues who had been washed up 
trom the corruption of war, and they 
were heroically moving on the column 
of medical improvement and reform. 
The speaker referred at length to the 
advances of civilization in all the ele» 
ments of industrial art and scienee, in 
education, knowledge, and humanity, 
and claimed for hisown profession ex- 
traordinary achievements and success 
since the faculty here equipped and 
armed him for medical service. He eu- 
logized the triumphs and progress of the 
modern school of German medicine, and 
extolled the genius and researches of 
Virchow and other German explorers in 
medicine. He predicted still greater 
triumphs in the future from the revela- 
tions of the microscope and other means 
of inquiry, and said that investigations 
in the medical sciences and 1n all other 
sciences and other pursuits had never 
been so bold, systematic, and useful as 
now. 
Dr. Satchvell was followed by the 
Chancellor of the University 1n a brief 
address. The business meeting of the 
Association then took plaec, and the 
follewing gentlemen were unanimously 
elected officers tor the ensuing year:

This is certainly a high honor to a 
North Carolinian and to a former Sur- 
geon in the Confederate Army.
